It would be natural 
to want to be rid of her as soon as 
possible. 
And yet, she coaxed her 
to remain a little longer.

Edith Osborne is a strong-minded 
woman and devoted to her family.

woman: and not even the mother is 
more devoted to the fam ily than she. 
Murder would not readily occur to a 
lady like Edith Osborne, but H an­ 
nah Gale is of the type that goes in 
for direct action, the type that 
thinks with its hands. A whole-hog­ 
ger, utterly devoted to her employ­ 
ers, utterly ruthless in her hatred o f 
anyone who would harm them— ”
